omnieuoed in May Iwt, Mr. Tilden 
appeared ou the stand. During pot- 
iuos of the proceedings Mr. Tildeo 
manifested some irritability of temper, 
and-replied in a baaty, warm manuer to 
leveralofthe iruerrogn'oues.

Ha had very little intercourse 
with Mr. Moody, the latter took stock 
n the Iron Cliff Mine Company, and 
at tha request of witness he put in a 
irge sum there; witness wis and u 
till interested in this enterprise. He 
loes not remember borrowing $60,000 
ram Boody, ia this city, in 1864, with- 
out security, and paying him flre 
week* afterward without interest, but 
ha does remember taking 10,000 shares 
D some company at Boody's request. 
Jsnnot recollect whether the venture 
wast profitable or a losing one. He 
Iocs not remember such a company >s 
the New York sod Boston Silrer Lead; 
Company in 1864, nor of asking Boody 
0 take shares for him. He has no 
recollection of driving in tho Park with 
Ogden and Young in 1864, or of their 
suggesting the taking of a controlling 
merest in Galena Stock; neither does 
ie remember their stopping at Union 
Square that night; but he can recall 
•eoerally that Mr. Ogden was desirous 
,hat Northwestern sbon'd control Ga- 
ena, and told him upon one oacastun 
that he (Mr. Ogden) was taking 10,000 
iharts and wished to limit his risk,and 
that he (Mr. Tilden) promised to take 
2,000 of these shares.

At this point of the proceedings the 


court took a short reccef. Shortly be- 
fore, 3 o'clock the proceedings were re- 
gamed. Mr. Tilden had duubtUsa in 
the meantime rewired a hint of how 
•things were progressing before tbe 
electoral commission. His friends were 
nnable to say a cheering or reassuring 
word te the old man; they bad, on the 
contrary, probably foreahadowe<! te him 
the momentous fact that Oregon was 
i lieu about to be counted for Hayw 
and consequently that the hopes al 
Samuel J. Tilden to be president of the 
United States were blasted. No won- 
der, then, that Mr. Tilden, wben he 
ascended the witness stand yesterday 
afternoon, looked at once careworn 
nervous and ill at ease. There was a

WASHINGTON, D C., March 1.—To- 
day has been one of almoit unparalleled 
interest and excitement at the Capitol. 
The crowd in attendance was the larg- 
est since the counting of the electoral 
vale commenced, for it was generally 
conceded that the count won id be eam- 
pleted to day, and the desire to be pres- 
ent and see the final result declared was 
universal, The galleries aed adjacent 
corridors of the house were crowded 
with people, while every available inch 
OB the floor was occupied. 
Even somo 


of the obstructionists admitted in con- 
versation, when the House opened, that 
this would b« the last day ot the count, 
and the result weald be declared with- 
out factious delay. This was also con- 
firmed by the decision of the Demo- 
cratic senators that they would sign no 
more objections to electors on techni 
eal grounds to prevent the counting ol 
the vote, but by noon the whole situ- 
ation had been completely changed, 
and, 
partly through accident and partly 


by design, the filibusters got complete 
control of the House. Even Speaker 
Randall lost his head, and gave some 
rulings whioh leaned first to one side 
tad then to the other. They were mado 
in the vain attempt to pltksa both fac- 
tions, but only had the effect to enrage 
both. 
The phantom of the neit 


speakership evidently thrusts itself be- 
fore him. Fernando Wood, who at- 
tempts to lead the House against the 
filiBustcrs, seems to have courage 
enough, but lacks the parliamentary 
knowledge accessary to cope with those 
who are familiar with the rules. 
The 


filibusters got their start this morning 
by moving a call of the House. 
It 


was unfortunate that a large number of 
the Republicans were absent from their 
seats, and that this gave them the 
opportunity which they 
Deeded to 


thrust in their dilatory motions in 
which, from time to time, they had had 
twelve roll calls of tho House, 
At 9 


o'clock to night Speaker Randall ad- 
mitted that the last motion #as «a« of 
delay, but he thought it proper to sub- 
mit it to the House, which decided by 
63 yeas to 109 nays not to make the 
call. This showed a decrease of the 
vote of the filibusters and gave a rea- 
sonable hope, top to 12 o'ckok, that 
they would let the final count be bad 
to day, but soon alter the -new legisla- 
tive day commenced, and the Vermont 
question came up, they began all sorts 
of motions for delay. They used the 
case to make the point that the presi- 
dent of the Senate had usurped his 
power in carrying away one of the
